HARD’S BIG STORE. 


Bat little light has b een shed apon the 
identity of the man found dead on the 
Cleveland and Pittsb urg track last Sat­ 
urday mcnming. 
May or Gilb ert con­ 
ducted the inquest, h» Mird the testimony , 
and gave no decision until today . Trus­ 
tee Lloy d searched Wellsville for evi­ 
dence, and could find nothing other 
than the b ehef the man was James 
Daley , the 
father of Mrs. 
Joseph 
Howell, living opposite Yellow Creek. 
The family are poor, and the trustees 
had the remains interred this afternoon 
in the potters’ field at Spring Grove. 
Jerry Delaney was tho finit witness 
oalled and testified as follows: “ I was 
going home Saturday moniing b etwwn 
1 and 1 :S0 o’clock, and when I reached 
the middle of the Thompson pottery I 
saw an ob ject lay ing on the track. I 
stopped a short time,then went ahead for 
ab ont five y ards when I turned b ack to 
see what it w-as. I then strui'k a match, 
and saw it was a man ly ing on his fa<'e. 
I went b ack to the pottery for the night 
watchman, and told him ab out it. He 
rang up the patrol,and taking his lantern 
we 
went 
and 
moved 
tho 
l>ody 
from 
the track 
to 
a 
sidetrack, 
as 
he 
was 
lay ing 
on 
the 
main track. The train then came down, 
and we told the engineer, and he asktnl 
if we had moved the b ody , and we told 
him y es. The b rakemaii came down 
with his lantern to look at the dead 
man. He motioned for the engineer to 
pull out, and the train did not stop 
b ut kept on going, The uightwatch- 
man w’anted the engineer to put the 
b ody on the train, b ut the engineer 
didn’t say any thing. 
When the tniin 
had passed I went home, b ut told the 
watchman if he waut« *d me I liv« Hl in 
East End. The b ody was warm when 
I found it. I suppose the cannon liall 
freight hit him, as it went down alx iut 
5iO minutes b efore.” 
Night Watchman Smith Calhoon said : 
Ab ont 1 :2<) Saturday morning Delaney 
came after me to the pottery , and told 
m# ther» * was a man killetl on the track. 
I told him to wait a minute and I would 
send in a patrol call. We startiid up 
the track to wher** the dead Ix x iy lay , 
and picked it up and laid it over on the 
side track. We then flagged the mid­ 
night train. The train stopisrd and the 
engineer asked me what was the matter. 
I told him a man had b een killed b y the 
freight which went down ahead of 
them, and I told him I wanteil him to 
take the b ody with him. He told me I 
would have to see the conductor 
I saw 
the conductor, and he told me they 
oonldu’t do aujrthing with the liody , 
the city would have to b ury it. The 
b ody was warm when I first went to it, 
I suppose the cannon b all freight killed 
him. There is no doub t b ut that the 
b ody would have b een oold if any other 
train had hit him. The freight went 
through ab out 1 o’clock.” 
Oharles Karcher testified: “I uwid 
to b e well ac« iaainted with the dead 
man. I am positive this is the same 
man I was with iViday evening. I 
saw him at the corner of Union and 
Second streets, b ut did not rew^fuize 
him then. 
I was afraid the police 
would get him,and told him to lay down, 
and he said he guessed he would. I 
took him to the Oommercial house. 
After he got there he asked my name 
and I told him Karcher. He looked 
surprised and said: 
‘Why , Charley 
Karcher from Matamoras? My name 
is Jim Daley , and let us have a drink.’ 
The b arkeeper, who was a woman, 
wouldn’t give him any thing. She said 
he had had enough, and I took a drink. 
1 wanted him to go to b ed, and told him 
was going home. He said: 
‘And 
I’ll take a dnnk,’ and we took a drink. 
We had b een there ab out half an hour. 
There was a party in the b ack room, and 
people were play ing there. He asked 
the price of b eds, and the lady wanted 
to charge 25 or 50 cents. I started home, 
and he followed; we were l>oth pretty 
full. He said he would take a street car 
and go home. We went to the National 
House, and I told Jim he had b ettfnr go 
to b ed. 1 was with him at Brant’s pot 
tery ,where I fell,and the policeman took 
me home. He told me when he went 
b ack Jim was gone, b ut I don’t remem 
b er b eing with him after I left the Nat­ 
ional House. I am positive the dead 
man is the same num who was with me. 


Officers McMillen and Tem» nce t*« ti- 
fled to going after the b ody and taking 
it to West's nndertaking rooms where 
they searched him and found fT> » 2 in 
money ,a p« niknife.a pie<'e of iol>at*4'o. A 
snuff b ox was also in the pockets, b ut it 
was so b adly mashed it was not rtmioved. 
May or Gilb ert’s venlirt say s that 
James Daley came to his death b y acci­ 
dent, b eing struck b y freight train 
No. H« .

Bat little light has been shed upon the 
Identity of the man found dead on the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg track last Sat 
unlay morning. 
Mayor Gilbert con 
ducted the inquest, heard the testimony 
and gave no decision until today. Tms 
tee Lloyd searched Wells V ille for evi 
deuce, and could And nothing other 
than the belief the man was .Tames 
Daley, the 
father of Mrs. 
Joseph 
Howell, living opposite Yellow Creek 
The family are poor, and the trustees 
had the remains interred this afternoon 
in the potters’ field at Spring Grove. 
Jerry Delaney was tho first witness 
called and testified as follows : "I waa 
going home Saturday morning between 
I and I :80 o’clock, and when I reached 
the middle of the Thompson pottery I 
saw an object laying on the track. 
I 
stopped a short time,then went ahead for 
about five yards when I turned back to 
see what it was. I then struck a match 
and saw it was a man lying on his face 
I went back to the pottery for the night 
watchman, and told him about it. 
He 
rang up the patrol.and taking his lantern 
we 
went 
and 
moved 
the 
body 
from 
the track 
to 
a 
sidetrack, 
as 
he 
was 
laying 
on 
the 
main track. 
The train then came down, 
aud we told the engineer, and he asked 
if we had moved the body, and we told 
him yes. The brakeman came down 
with his lautem to look at tile dead 
man. 
He motioned for the engineer to 
pull oat, and the train did not stop 
but kept on going. The night w atch 
man wanted the engineer to put the 
body on the train, but the engineer 
didn't say anything. 
When the train 
had passed I went home, but told the 
watchman if he wanted me I lived in 
East End. The body was warm when 
I found it. 
I suppose the cannon ball 
freight hit him, as it went down about 
30 minutes before.” 
Night Watchman Smith Cathood said : 
•About I :30 Saturday morning Delaney 
came after me to the pottery, and told 
m f there was a man killed on the track. 
I told him to wait a minute and I would 
send iii a patrol call. 
We started up 
the track to where the dead body lay, 
and picked it up and laid it over on the 
side track. 
We then flagged the mid­ 
night train. The train stopped and the 
engineer asker! me what was the matter. 
I told him a man had been killed by the 
freight which went dow'n ahead of 
them, and I told him I wanted him to 
take the body with him. 
Ho told me I 
would have to see the conductor. I saw 
the conductor, anil he told me they 
oouldn’t do anything with the body, 
the city would have to bury it. 
The 
body w’fts warm when I first went to it. 
I suppose the cannon hall freight killed 
him. There is no doubt but that tho 
body would have been cold if any other 
train had hit him. The freight went 
through about I o’clock.” 
Charles Kareher testified: “ I used 
to be well acquainted with the dead 
man. 
I am positive this is the same 
man I was with Friday evening. 
I 
saw him at the corner of Union and 
Second streets, but did not recognize 
him then. 
I was afraid the police 
would get him,and told him to lay down, 
aud he said he guessed he would. 
I 
took him to the Commercial house. 
After he got there he asked my name 
and I told him Kareher. He looked 
surprised aud said: 
‘Why, Charley 
Kareher from Matamoras? My name 
is Jim Daley, and let us have a drink.’ 
The barkeeper, who was a woman, 
wouldn't give him anything. 
She said 
he had had enough, and I took a drink. 
I wanted him to go to bed, and told him 
I was going home. He said: 
‘And 
I’ll take a drink,’ and we took a drink. 
We had been there about half an hour. 
There was a party in the back room, and 
people were playing there. He asked 
the price of beds, and the lady wanted 
to charge 26 or 60 cents. I started home, 
and he followed ; we were both pretty 
full. He said he would take a street car 
and go home. 
We went to the. National 
House, and I told Jim he had better go 
to bed. I was with him at Brunt’s pot­ 
tery,where I fell,and the policeman took 
me home. 
He told me when he went 
back Jim was gone, but I don’t remem­ 
ber being with him after I left the N at­ 
ional House. 
I am positive the dead 
man is the same man who was with me. 
I have known him for 80 years, and never 
knew him to drink a drop until Friday. 
I hadn't seen him for 90 years until Fri­ 
day evening.”

The general debate 
will continuo nut ii Friday evening. < >ti 
Saturday, the bill will be open to amend­ 
ment nuder the five minute rule and on 
Mouday the vote will be taken on the 
bill ami pending amendment®.

whether the government will foreclose 
its mortgage® on the Union and Central 
Pacific.

served notice in so many words in his 
message to congress that unless some 
congressional action was taken imme­ 
diately stej* would be taken.under the 
authority of present iuw to protect the 
government’s interest by foreclosure 
proceedings.

Dr. W atson was also much impressed 
w ith the im portant jstsition tak en by 
the Scotch in civ il life in America and 
Bays that American women are a groat 
deal b« s nart of public life than they 
are in England.

J acksonville, Flu., Jan, 4 — Seven­ 
teen men accounted for out of the 28 
on the filibusterer Commodore, which 
sunk on her w ay to Cuba, is the record 
here, w ith a slight chance of seven 
more yet alive. 
Five men came ashore 
at Daytona. 
C aptain Murphy, Stephen 
Crane, the novelist; (betook and two 
sailors. 
One of the latter, W illiam H ig­ 
gins of Khode Island, died soon after 
reaching land from the effects of the 
high surf. 
His fam ily live in Boston. 
Twelve men reached shore here Satur­ 
day evening. 
One of the survivors 
gives the following graphic details : 
“The tug sank at 7 o’clock Saturday 
morning, 20 milos off New Smyrna. All 
the Americans on board rem ained till 
the last moment. 
A traitor in Spanish 
pay was the cause of the leak. 
Ile will 
be found and dealt w ith later. 
The 
leak was discovered at about 3 a. rn. 
The 
pumps would 
not 
work long, 
though they did good service for a 
while. 
Finding that the water gained 
on us, the captain called all hands arid 
the vessel was turned shoreward. 
As 
she still continued to sink, two boat­ 
loads of Cubans, 12 men iii all, were 
first sent off. 
One boat, containing six 
men, was capsized, and I am afraid 
that the men were lost. 
Oue of the 
lifeboats, containing nine men, was 
swam inhI and a hastily constructed raft 
was made up from materials throw n to 
them and they then disappeared from 
our sight. 
C aptaiu Murphy, Stapheu 
Crane, the newspaper luau, Higgins, 
myself and one other sailor, took to the 
ten foot dingie at the last moment. 
“ We tried to save the men in the 
w ater around us, but the heavy seas 
and blinding w ind swept them from 
us. 
The spray was so thick that we 
could see only a few rods. 
Their cries 
were heartrending, but we could do 
nothing. 
It required all our efforts to 
keep our small boat right side up. 
For 
24 hours we battled w ith the heavy sea, 
constantly bailing, and at last land was 
sighted. 
As we attem pted to land the 
w ind drove us into the breakers and in 
an instant the boat was overturned and 
we were struggling for life. 
For an 
hour we battled for life and then m an­ 
aged to crawl out on the sands almost 
dead. 
Captaiu Murphy saved 
Mr. 
Crane by helping him when a cram p 
caught him. 
Higgins was struck on 
the head by floating timl*ers and he 
died 
soon after landing. He was a 
good 
sailor and a brave man. 
He 
worked hard to save bis comrades.” 
Aid was asked from Daytona. 
As the 
Three Friends was the only vessel in 
Wirt 
that could stand the seas, the 
W ashington officials were wired, ask­ 
ing permission to send the tag out even 
w ith revenue officers on bourd. 
Not 
hearing from this, the collector wirer! 
the de&artmeut. 
Then J. N. Harrs 
wired Senator Call, and he replied later 
saying that he had notified Carlisle ami 
the president. 
N othing 
was heard 
from the departm ent as to aid in saving 
the lives of American citizens until late 
Sunday afternoon. 
This was brought 
about by a strong message from Barrs 
begging the departm ent in the name of 
hum anity to allow a vessel to leave. 
This brought the required permission 
aud at 6:30 last 
night the Three 
Friends steamed out on her errand of 
mercy.

NOT AFRAID OF FILIBUSTERS. 


T h* S p a n ia rd s C la im T h ey C an C a p tu re 
T h em W h e n L an d ed . 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 4 .—The Spanish 
authorities feel little apprehension from 
reported filibustering expeditions,own rig 
to the thoroughness w ith which the 
Cuban coast is being patrolled by the I 
Spanish forces. 
It is pointed ont that 
the success of these expeditions largely 
depends upon the ability to deliver the 
goods to the insurgents, and that the 
mere lauding of an expedition counts 
for little. U nder the system established 
bv General W eyler. the movement of 


any cohsuieratur insurgent terce toward 
the coast is noted as a step toward 
meeting an expedition. The insurgents 
have no puck trains or the ordinary 
means of transporting m ilitary stores 
and ere obliged to receive and carry 
goods by bund. 
Iii handling boxes of 
guns or any considerable supply of 
ammunition, a large Handier of men is 
necessary to dispose of an expedition by 
hand. 
For this reason, the approach of the 
Three Friends exjxxiitioii was made 
known to the Spanish commanders by 
the movement of a large insurgent 
force toward the coast. 
A battle ensued 
and the insurgents w en' driven inland. 
The point at which the Three Friend* 
subsequently tried to land was that to 
which the insurgent force was headed. 
At present, it is said this patrol is so 
rom pieta that no considerable force of 
Insurgents can move w ithout unm ask­ 
ing the destination of the expedition 
and thus giving ample time for ^ a p p r e ­ 
hension. 
By this one means of appre­ 
hension, however, the scouting of expe­ 
ditions is not dim inished before their 
departure.

Dr. W atson was also much impressed 
w ith the im portant position taken by 
the Scotch iii civil life in America and 
says that American women are ii groat 
deal leas Dart of public life than they 
are in England. 
In addition, the Scotch 
divine was favorably impressed w ith 
American home life, “ because in all its 
essential features it resembles English 
life.” 
Dr. W atson is further quoted as 
Stating that the richest class in America 
aim at a close im itation of English 
Country house life. 
In an interview the popular preacher* 
author described bis luncheon at the 
W hite House, where, he said. President 
Cleveland impressed him os a “ very 
able and nomwt m an.” Tne impression 
left in his m ind regarding Secretary 
Olney was that ho has a “strong, power­ 
ful intellect.” 
Both President Cleveland and Secre­ 
tary Olney, it anticar* from tho in ter­ 
view with Dr. w atson, expressed satis­ 
faction at the fact that the difficulty 
between the U nited States and Great 
B ritain was settled.

C h ic a g o , Jan. 4.—Tho continuous 
rain following w ithout interm ission the 
downpour of the two preceding days 
caused a deluge which has rarely Iwen 
experienced in 
Chicago 
and 
Cook 
county. 
In the midst 
of the city, 
where the drainage facilities wore in 
better shape, not much inconvenience 
was felt, but In the outer districts th* 
streets looked like ponds instead of 
thoroughfares, and many 
basements 
were flooded. 
„ 
Outside the city many roads were in 
impassable condition, and the fields 
were covered w ith large expanses of 
water. 
The Desplaiues river, the Illi­ 
nois and Michigan canal and the drain­ 
age canal were torrents. 
In a number 
of localities the former burst over its 
banks and 
flooded the surrounding 
country. 
South Englewood was almost 
submerged. 
Sidewalks were covered 
w ith w ater and liasem nits were flooded, 
but no very serious damage w a s done. 
In the Htooxyarils region the same con­ 
dition existed. 
The pumping works at Bridgonort 
were forced to shut down, the drainage 
canal being so fall of water that it was 
found impossible to foiee it back 
As a 
result the current of the river was 
turnod tow ard Lake Michigan and all 
the im purities of 
the stream were 
emptied in tho direction of the source 
of Chicago's w ater supply. 
Tho condition of affairs at .Summit 
was alarm ing. 
The w ater of the Dcs- 
plaines river rose w ithin tw o feet of 
the top of the dam and ii was feared if 
the w ater continued to rise it would 
overflow into Ogden’s ditch and both 
streams would pour toward Chicago. 
It looked os if the water might break 
its banks at any moment. 
At Lamont things looked equally 
serious. 
It was found that the Illinois 
and Michigan canal would leave its 
tan k s aud sweep away the lum ber 
yards located there. 
That portion of 
the country north of Lamont known as 
the “ flats” was flooced for mile*. Later 
the rain turned to snow, the w eather 
suddenly becoming cold.

The railroad in many 
places in under water, but the trains 
are now running nearly on time. 
The cannou ball, which w as held at 
Benton, had a narrow escape from being 
wrecked, and but for the heroism of a 
country lad a terrible disaster might 
have occurred. 
The train was late and 
was running at a high rate of speed 
when nearing Benton. 
Five minutes 
before it would have reached the spot 
the storm struck a farmhouse near the 
track and demolished it 
Trees were 
blown across the track. 
A boy, realiz­ 
ing the danger, secured a lantern and 
flagged the cannon ball just in time.

"T he potato originally grew wild in 
the fields of Chile, Peru and Mexioa 
Sir John Hawkins did not take it to 
Ireland nutil 1565. 
Sir Francis Drake 
took it to England 30 years afterward. 
It did b etter, however, in Ireland than 
anywhere else and got its name, 8o 
doab t, b ecause of its early and extensive 
cultivation in Ireland. 
Botanioally it 
was originally known aa the B atata vir- 
giniana, b nt in after years i t w m prop­ 
erly identified and classified as the So- 
lanuDi tnb erornm. 
As the w inter stock 
is now b eing laid in, i t may b e well for 
the inexperienced to b e ab le to select 
good potatoes. 
"O ut the raw potato in two and rub 
the halve« together. If the moisture on 
rub b ing is soft and liquid enough to 
drop, tb e potato w ill b e soggy aud set 
when oooked. 
Rub the halves b riskly 
around on each other. 
A potato that 
w ill b e dry and mealy when oooked w ill 
give out a good, rich froth, while a 
poor one w ill show only a watery froth 
b y tb e same action. The pieces w ill 
stick together if the potato is a good 
one. Of course the whole thing is to test 
the amount of starch in tb e potato, for 
the more starch tb e b etter the potato. 
If, however, a person intends to lay in 
a very large supply, the b est plan, of 
course, is to cook them, and there w ill 
b e no chance of a m istake." — Washing­ 
ton 8tar.

Th# Irish P otato N ot Irish. 
“ The peculiarity of the Irish potato, 
so called, is in the fact that it is not 
Irish, ” observed one of the potato ex­ 
perts of the agricultural department 
“ The potato originally grew wild in 
the fields of Chile, Peru and Mexioa 
Sir John Hawkins did not take It to 
Ireland until 1505. 
Sir Francis Drake 
took it to England 80 years afterward. 
It did better, however, in Ireland than 
anywhere else and got its name, Ho 
doubt, because of its early and extensive 
cultivation in Ireland. 
Botanically it 
waa originally known as the Batata vir- 
giniana, but in after years it was prop­ 
erly identified and classified as the So­ 
lanum tuberorum. As the winter stock 
is now being laid in, it may be well for 
the inexperienced to be able to select 
good potatoes. 
“ Cut the raw potato in two and rub 
the halves together. If the moisture on 
rubbing is soft and liquid enough to 
drop, the potato will be soggy and set 
when cooked. 
Rub the halves briskly 
aroaud on each other. A potato that 
will be dry and mealy when cooked will 
give out a good, rich froth, while a 
poor one will show only a watery froth 
by the same action. The pieces will I 
stick together if the potato is a good 
one. Of course the whole thing is to test 
the amount of starch in the potato, for 
the more starch the better the potato. 
If, however, a person intends to lay in 
a very large supply, the best plan, of 
course, is to cook them, and there will 
be no chance of a mistake. ’’—Washing* I 
ton Star.

The blue peter was the introduction 
to whist of a purely arbitrary signal or 
convention, and its seed has spread like 
a thistle’s until it has entirely overrun 
the old game of “ calculation, observa­ 
tion, position aud tenaoe, “ leaving in its 
place long suits, American leads, rlaiu 
suit echoes, four signals aud directly# 
discards. These seem to have choked up 
all the dash, brilliancy and individual­ 
ity in our whist players, reducing them 
all to the same level, not by increasing 
the abilities of the tyro, but by curtail­ 
ing the skill of the expert—R. Frederic 
Foster in Monthly Illustrator.
